COUNTRY LIFE 
OF IMMIGRANT 



I\Ir. Woodsworth Speaks on Im- 
migi-ation Problems in Canada 



MENTIONS DIFFICULTIES 



Great Room For Improvement in 
Social Side of Immi- 
grant's Life. 



Last night, Mr. Woodsworth, secre- 
tary of Uio CanuUi;in Welfare Lcagiip, 
save tliu fifth of liis addics.ses on 
immigration iirobleins. J lia subject 
was the problems met witli iu worn- 
Ing ajnong immigrants In the country. 
.\ccording to his custom, he began by 
giving statistics to impress upon tlio 
minds o( the aiulienco the number of 
Immigrants there were in tiio western 
provinces, and the different niitionall- 
UcB represented. 

A chart was now sbown, which rep- 
resented .1 map of part of the Cana- 
dian North-Wcst, with patches of 
color showing where the Immigrants 
of different nationalities were grouped 
together. This chart had the appear- 
ance of a patchwork quilt, and vividly 
impressed in the minds of the audi- 
ence what a melting pot the west was. 

The following were the qnestiouH 
wliicli one would naturally 1. 
What reactions were going to talie 
place? 2. What re-crystallizations are 
going to take place? 'J. What would 
he tlic solvent that would break down 
this mixture? 4. What would be the 
precipitate? Canada was really fac- 
ing the problem that Europe had 
tried to solve during the last two hun- 
dred years— the problem of assimilai- 
ing the different races that inhabited 
one country. Would Canada become 
a second Austria-Hungary? 

yir. Woodswortb now showed a chart 
which represented a district in .the 
west which immigrants had liomc- 
steadcd. He explained that the Cana- 
dian north-west was surveyed iu ihc 
following manner: Townships were 
laid out, each six miles sciuarc. In 
each township there were M-l quarter 
.sections of ICO acres each, which con- 
stituted a liomestcad. The chart rep- 
resented seven and a half townships. 
The quarter sections were marlccd In 
different colors to show -the different 
nationalities of the famiUefl which 
possessed thcui. In this section, there 
were four or tive churches of differ- 
ent creeds and a few schools. The 
conditions in the schools were deplor- 
able. In most the teachers were not 
(liialitled, and could not even speak 
Kngli?h. In cases the Engliah-speaK- 
iiiK HoiUers found It hard to Ilnd a 
.■ichool where their children could be 
(aught in English. The i)eople were 
poorly ministered to, and doctors were 
very rare. Owing to the mi.\ttirc of 
races, It was very hard for the settlers 
to mix socially, as one family might 
be Isolated from families speaking 
their own tongue. 

The economic situation was also 
bad, as the farmers did not co-oper- 
ate enough. In consequence each 
farm bought Its own farm machinery, 
and did not Interchange it with their 
neighbors. In the following ways the 
economic situation could be im- 
proved: 1. If the farmer produced 
more. 2. If the farmer could get his 
commodities cheaper. 3. If the farm- 
er could get higher prices for what he 
prodiiccil. The farnicr was no longer

Alleged Daylight Robbery in 
Engineecing Building. 



PAY ENVELOPES TAKEN 



The Money VVas For the Men 
Woi'king in the Machine 
Shops. 



Tho Engineering Building was the 

scene of a daring robbery yesterday 
morning, when a messenger froni the 
llursar's office was held up and re- 
lieved of about $1D0 in bills. 

As is customary, the money to pay 
tho week's wages of the men engaged 
in the various shops of the AVorkman 
Duilding was sent over by the jnes- 
seugcr about eleven o'clock yesterday 
morning.

The Fifth Company 



From the militia authoi'ities at Ottawa comes announcement 
of the autiiorization of a Fifth Univei-sities Company, whicli is to 
be foi-nied among University men and e.x-University men, to take 
its place at the front with the four University Companies which 
have preceded it. 

Students wiio are desirous of enhsting in an infantry unit and 
who are anxious to get to the front at the earliest possible oppor- 
tunity would do well to enroll in the Fifth Universities Company 
after recruiting commences on the 27th inst. One fact noticeable 
ever since the First Universities Company was organized for active 
service has been the despatch with which these companies have 
been recruited and sent oversea. The first Universities Company— 
raiiscd here by a McGill graduate. Caiitain tircgor Barclay, was 
filled almost entirely by undergraduates of various Canadian Uni- 
versities—has been at the front in Flanders for several months and 
from all accounts has made a splendid name for itself. The Second 
Company, too, raised by two former McGill men, Captain George 
C. McDonald and Captain Percival Jlolson, has been with the 
Princess Patricia's Canadian Light Infantry for some months. It 
was brought to a strength of 265 within seven weeks. The Third 
Company reached a sti-ength of fully 330 aftci- eight weeks' effort 
and is in England. Not less satisfactory has been the despatch 
with which the Fourth Company, still in Montreal, but very shortly 
to proceed oversea, has been brought up to strength. It is scarcely 
eight weeks since tho call was first issued for volunteers for tiiis 
Company, and the. response from Universities the whole width of 
Canada has been most encouraging. 

So great confidence in the Canadian University student and 
graduate has been bi-ought about through the success which has 
attended the organization of these companies that the fonnation 
of a Fifth Company has I)een determined ui)on. It is up to tho Uni- 
versities of Canada to show that that confidence is not misplaced. 
Many of those who have gone across with the predecessors of the 
Fiftli Company have obtaiiicd commissions in the Imperial infantry 
and other branches of the service, and there seems no reason to 
believe that this should not be the case with the company about to 
be organized. The opportunity of service with fi'iends and fellow- 
students under the best of officers and with every prospect of ul- 
timately obtaining a commission, is one which should not be 
neglected by any undei-graduatc who is desirous of .joining an in- 
fantry unit for active service. What an oi)i)ortunity, as a profes- 
sor at Harvard said last year, "to see something of the greatest 
game on earth, in a company of husky, free-hearted Canadians."

In many respects, the Arts Undergraduate Society is this year 
showing what was last year wanting in its composition — an effort 
to do something to bring the students of the different years in 
touch with one another, so that all may work together for the ad- 
vancement of their own interests to their mutual benefit and ad- 
vantage.

Prof. A. G. Webster, of Clark Uni- 
versity, Worcester, Mass., in an ad- 
dress in tho final session of the Na- 
tional Academy of Scienc'cs, told of an 
instninient he had perfected for find- 
ing the direction of a fog signal, and 
which he expects will rob sea travel 
of one of its greatest terrors. 

The standard sound, which he hoped 
will bo adopted for navigation, so far 
as the fog signal is concerned, Is 
formed by means of a tuning fork, ar- 
ranged so as to hum in a resonator 
by the passage of an electric current. 
The receiving instrument consists of 
horns, placed In pairs, with the small 
ends together, and these catch the hum 
from the signalling matcblne. A glass 
connected with receiving apparatus 
shows, by means of lights within, tne 
direction from which come the signal 
sounds. 

Heretofore, tlie speaker explained 



(a) When preparing to break cover 
men must be very careful not to 
show themselves ut the edge of cover 
and thus give notice to the enemy 
that a rush is lo be made. If the at- 
tacking line appears SUDDENLY, it 
should gain much ground before the 
enemy can stop it with ettective Are. 

(b) In advancing in extended order, 
men must 

(i) Avoid bunching. 

(ii) Keep the proper direction, 
(ill) Be on tho lookout for signals. 

(c) In rushing, 

(i) The man who gets up slowly is 
an easy target. 

(II) The man who gels up last la 
usually tho last to get down, and, 
therefore, draws moat of the . fire of 
the enemy. 

(III) Tho man who shifts about iu 
order to be the better able to spring 
up, thereby gives notice to the enemy 
that he will soon be a target. 

2. When it is no longer possible for 
the line lo advance without some of 
the attacking line keeping up fire, the 
sections will rush by sections cover- 
ing themselves by nautical tire. 

One flank section (say, tho right) 
will prepare to rush, and passes this 
information along the line. The sec- 
tion next to it will uot be able to fl/e 
without danger to those rushing, so 
the men of it will lie flat with heads 
down. The remaining sections will 
prepare to fire, and the instant the 
rush Is commenced will give two 
rounds rapid to keep down the 
heads of the unem.v. 

In this connection it is to he re- 
membered that: 

The closer you are to the enemy, the 
shorter must be the rush, but the 
more the men rushing at a time. 

3. When .No. I Platoon (which is 
now the "firing line") is stopped, it 
may signal for reinforcements. 

.No. 2 Platoon has had an observer 
watching for signals from tho firing 
lino and Lmmediately prepares to re- 
inforce. As soon as the observer of 
.\o. 1 (the firing line) sees that No. 2 
is about to reinforce. ho will 
pass along the word, ''Get ready for 
rapid," and as soon as he sees the re- 
inforcements get up, he will shout, 
"Two rounds rapid." This is to cover 
their advance. 

Directly tho relnforcoments throw 
themselves down iu the firing line, 
they 

(i) Will distribute ammunition. 

(ii) And in return be told the range.

The senior N. C. 0. or soldier in 
each section of the original line will 
look around him, and. If no one of the 
three or four men on hia either side 
is senior to him, he will form some 
ten or twelve men Into bis "squad" by 
calling out the names of those who 
are the flank men of it. He will call 
it by his name— ^s "Corporal Brown's 
squad." 

This is done all through the line. It 
must be done rapidly, and it is the 
duty of men who arc not told off to 
attach themselves to tho nearest 
squa^. 

5. 'Whenever the line is no longer 
able to advance unaided, reinforce- 
ments arc brought up. In this way 
No. 3 and No. 4 platoons may be 
brought into the firing line. After 
each reinforcement the line retells off. 

6. When the line has reached a posi- 
tion from which it can beat down the 
enemy's rifle fire sufficiently to en- 
able it to charge, the men in it should 
be almost «houlder to abouldor. This 
position will probably be about fifty 
yards from the enemy. 

7. In preparation for tJie charge, the 
lino should deliver two rounds of 
rapid fire. 

Bayonets will have been flxed at 
least SOO yards from tho enemy's posi- 
tion. 

The charge should be slow and 
steady, with gradually increasing mo- 

as 
and 

steady advance looks far moye alami- 
ing aud irresistiblo than a disorgan- 
ized, scrambling mob. 

S. j^ftcr the enemy's position is cap- 
tured, the company must immediately 
reorganize. To. do this, if Artillery 
lire does not prevent It^ the platoon 
which came into battle last pushes on 
to re-form in extended order beyond 
tho position prepared for instant re- 
sistance to attack. 

The remaining platoons re-form be- 
liind the taken position if there is 
avallahio cover there. This should be 
done hy the .senior officer, N. C. 0. or 
soldier in each platoon, facing the 
front and lioldlng up bis ar.ni or rifle.

stick, and he said, "Yes, sir!" which 
is what Col. "Fanny" Farquhar would 
have said. That trip was hardly what 
could be called peaceful. The orderly 
whom Niven bad with him both going 
and coming was hit by high explosive 
shells. Niven is so small— it is very 
difficult to hit him. He is about up 
to Major Gault's shoulder. 

He had been worrying about his 
supply of rifle cartridges. There were 
not enough to take care of another 
German infantry charge which was 
surely coming. After repelling two 
charges, think ot failing to repel the 
third for want of ammunition! Think 
of Corporal Christy,- the bear-hunter, 
with the Germans thick in front of 
him and no bullets for his rifle! But 
appeared again Mr. Thomas Atkins — 
another platoon of him with twenty 
boxes ot cartridges which were a 
rather risky burden to bring through 
the shell Are. The relief as these 
were distributed whs that of having 
something at your throat which 
threatens to strangle you removed. 

The Germans got possession of a 
section of the P. P.'s trench where, it 
is. believed, no Canadians were left. 
But the German effort died there. It 
could get no farther. This was aa 
near to Ypres as the Germans were to 
go iiuthis direction. When the day's 
work was done and there in sight of 
tho fleld scattered with German dead, 
the P. P.'s counted their numbers. Of 
the 635 men who had begun the fight 
at daybreak. 150 men and four ofilcers 
—Niven, f'apincau, Clark and Vanacn- 
berg — remained lit for duty.

H Robertson, B.A., the president, 
questioned of the meeting whether 
any fourth-year men cared to contrib.

Following are extracts from a chap- 1 

ter on the C!anadlans at the front tal^- ' 
en from "My Year the War," pub- 
lished to-day by Frederic Palmer, the 
American war correspondent: 

These were home folks to the 
American. 

When, on a dark February night, 

cruising in a slough of a road, I heard 
out of a wall of blackness back of the 
trenches, "Gee! Get on to the bus!" 
which referred to our car, and also, 
"Cut out the noise !" I was certain 
that I might dispense with an Inter- 
preter. After I had remarl;ed that I 
came from New York, which Is only 
across the street from Montreal as 
distances go in our countries, tlip 
Ameiican batting about the front at 
midnight was welcomed with u "ghi.l 
hand" across that imaginary lino 
which bas and ever shall have no 
fortresses. 

What a strange place to find Cana- 
dians — at the front in Europe! 1 
could never quite accommodate my- 
self to the wonder of a man from Win- 
nipeg, and perhaps a "neutral" from 
Wyoming in his company, fighting 
Germans in Flanders. A jiian used to 
a downy couch and an easy chair by 
the lire and steam-heated rooms, who 
had ten thousand a year in Toronto, 
when you found him In a chill, damp 
cellar of a peasant's cottage in raupo 
of the enemy's shells, waa gcttltit; 
something more novel, if not moio 
picturesque, than dos-mu.shing and 
prospecting on the Yukon: for that 
contrast we are quite used to. 

All I asked of the Canadians was to 
allow a little ot the glo.y ihry lia", 
won— ithey bad won such a loi— to 
rub off on their neighbors. If there 
must be war. and no Canadian be- 
lieved in it as an institution, why. 
to ray mind, the Canadians did a flnc 
thing for civlizatlon's sake. It hurt 
sometimes to think that we also could 
not bo In the flght for tho good cause, 
too, particularly after the Lusltania 
was sunk, when my own feelings had 
I lost all semblance ot neutrality. 

The Canadians enlivcued life at the 
front ; for they have a little .more zip 
to them than the thorough-going 
British. Their climate spells "bustle," 
and we are all the product of climate 
to a large degree, whether in Eng- 
land, on the Mississippi flatlands, or 
in Tklanitoba. Eager and high-strung 
the Canadian born, quick to sec and 
act. Very restless they were when 
held up on Salisbury Plain, after they 
had come three-four-five-six thousand 
miles to flght, and there was nothing 
but mud in an English winter ro 
flght. 

One from the .\niericau conliurnt 
knew what ailed them ; they wanti'd 
action. 

It was in their first trenches that 1 
first saw them, and they were "on the 
job, all right." 

"Their discipline Is different from 
ours," aaid a British general, "but It 
works out. They arc splendid. I asK 
no better troops." 

Friacess Pats' Panic. 

.1 am going to tell you about the 
work of the Princess Pats on May 8th, 
not to single them out from any otncr 
regiment, but because it is typical of 
the kind of fighting which many an- 
other regiment has known, and I have 
it in Illustrative detail. Losses, day 
by day losses, characteristic of trench 
warfare, they had previously surrercs 
in holding a difficult salient at St. 
EIol — losses that added up Into tlie 
hundreds. Heretofore, as one of the.m 
said, they had been holding down the 
lid ot hell, but on May 8th tliey were 
to hold on to the edge of tho opening 
by the skin, of their teeth and look 
down into the bowels of hell after the 
Germans bad blown off tho lid with 
high explosives. 

It was in a big chateau that I first 
heard the story and felt the thrill of 
it told by the tongues of its i)arti( i- 
pants. "There were twenty licdiooins 
in that chateau. It I wLshed to stay 
all night, I might occupy three or 
four — and as for that bathroom, parn- 
dise to men who have been buried in 
filthy mud by high explosives, the 
I Frenchman who planned It had the 
I most spacious ideas on immersion. A 
tub or a shower or a hose as you 
pleasëd. Some bathroom, that I 

For nothing in the British army was 
too good for the Princess Pats he- 
fore May 8; and since May 8 nothmg 
was quite good enough. Five of us snt 
down to dinner in a banquet hall look- 
ing out on a private park, big enougli 
to hold fifty. The talk ran fast. 

"Too bad Gault Is not here. He's in 
England recovering from his wound. 
Gault is six feet tall and five feet 
of him legs. All day in that trench 
with a shell wound In his thigh and 
arm. God! How he was suffering! 
But not a moan — his face twitching 
and trying to make the twitch into a 
smile— and telling us to stick." 

"Buller away, too. He was second 
in command. Gault succeeded him. ' 
Bnller waa hit on May 5— and missed I 
the big. ahow— i>Iece ot shell in the 
eye." ^ | 

"And Charlie Stewart, who was shot j 
through the stomach. How we ml.°s , 
bim. If ever there was a 'llvc-wIre,' i 
It's Charlie. Up or down, he's smiling 
and 'ready for the next adventure. 
Once he made $30,000 In the Ynl<on — 
and spent It on the way to Vaucoiivor. ■ 
The first Job he could get wa.'' wasli- ■ 
ing dishes — but be waisn't wasliing 
them long. Again lie started out In 
the North-West on an expedition with 
400 traps to cut into the fur business 
of the Hudson's Bay Company. His 
Indians got sick; be wouldn't desert 
them — and before he was through he 
had a time which beat anything yet 
opened up for us by the Germans in 
Flanders ; but you have heard such 
stories from the NorUi-West before. 
Being shot through the stomach the 
way he was, all the doctors agreed 
that Charlie would die. U was like - 
Charlie to disagree with ihriii. He I 
always has his own point of view. .So ' 
he is getting well. Charlie came oiii 
to the war with the paf KinR-casc 
which had lirrn wsid by his «r-'ind- 
laUier. who vvua aa uUiccr in the Cri-J 



ihcan War. He said that it would

Oil ilic night of .May 7th the P. P.'s 
had a muster of C;t.'> men. This was 
a good deal less than half of the orig- 
inal total in the battalion, including 
recruits who liad conu- out to fill the 
gaps cau:jed by dcaih, wounds and 
sickness. Hear in mind that before 
tbia war a force was supposed to pre- 
pare toi rciical with a loss of ten 
per cent, and gel under way to the 
rear with the loss of fifteen per cent., 
and that with the loss of thirty per 
cent, it was supposed to have borne 
all that can be expected of the best- 
trained soldiers. 
The Germans were quiet that night 
-suggestively quiet. At 4.30 the pre- 
lude began: by 5.30 tho German gun- 
noi s hud lalrly warmed to their work. 
Tlu;. wcic u.slng every kind of slicli 
they had in the locker, livery signal 
wire the P. I'.'s possessed had been 
cut. The brigade commander could 
not know what was happening to them 
and they could not know his wlslies 
— except that it jnay be taken for 
granted that the orders of any Uritisii 
brigade commander was always to 
"stick It." 

The Germans* Charge. 

Evei-j- man of the P. P.'s knew what 
was coming. There was relief in their 
licarts wlieu tiiey saw the Germans 
liroak from llieir treuclies and start 
down tlie slope of tlic liill in front. 
.Vow they eould take it out of the Ger- 
man Iniautiy in payment for what tho 
lie'inan BUiis were dcdng to them. 
'I'his was their only tiiougiit. lieiiig 
good shots, with the instinct of the man 
who Is used to shooting at game, tho 
P. P.'s "shot to kill," aud at individual 
targets. The light green of the Ger- 
man uniform is more visible on the 
deep green background of spring 
grass I'uiiago than against the tints of 
autumn. 

At two or tliree or four hundred 
yards no one of the jnarksmen of tho 
I'. I'.'s— and tiicre were several said 
to be able to "shoot the eyo off am 
ant"— could miss tho target. As for 
t'oiporal Christy, tlio old liear hunter 
of the .\'i)i lb-\\"ost, ho leaned out over 
the parapei when a charKC besan be- 
cause he could shoot better in that 
position. They kept on knocking 
down Germans; they didn't know that 
men around them were being hit; they 
hardly know that they were being 
shelled except when an explosion 
shook their aim or filled their eyes 
with dust. In that case they wiped 
tho dust out of their eyes and went 
on. The first that many of them re- 
alized that ilie C.erman attack was 
broken was uhoii tlioy saw green 
Idols in fniiit of llio slanding figures 
— wliieii wore now going in the other 
direction. 

In tlie official v.ar journal where a 
battalion keeps its records— that pre- 
cious historical document which will 
be safcgtmrded in Hreproof vaults one 
of these days— you may read in cold 
official language what happened in 
one section of the British line on tue 
Sth of .May. Thus: 
"7 a.m. Fire trench on right blown 

In at several points 9 aim., 

LIcuts. Martin and Triggs were hit 
and oa,nio out of left communicating 
trench wiih iiiimlirr of wounded. . . 
Capt. Still and Lieut, do Hay hit also. 
• • • • !' a.m. .Ml maeiiino guns 
wore liiiried by !iij;h explosive shells, 
but two wore dun out and mounted 
again. A slioll killed every man in 
one section. . . . 10.30 a.m. Lieut. 
Edwards was killed. . . . Lieut.- 
Crawford, who was most gallant, was 
severely wounded. . . . Captain 
Adamson, who had been handing out 
ammunition, was hit In the shoulder, 
hut continued to work with only one 
arm useful. . . . Sergt.-.MaJor Fra- 
ser, who was also handing out ammu- 
nition to .<5iiiiport tronches, was killed 
instantly by a bullet in the head." 

Only Four Offleors Left. 

At 10.30 only four officers remained 
tit for action. All were lieutenants. 
The ranking one of. these was Niven,. 
in command after Gault was wounded 
at 7 a.m. Wo have all .met the Niven 
type anywhere from the Gulf of Mcx- 
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ico to the Arctic Circle, the bigh- 
strung, wiry type, who moves about 
too fast to carry any loose flesh and 
accumulate none because be docs 
move about so fast A little man is 
.Mven, a rancher, a horseman, with a 
good education and a knowledge of 
men. He rather fits the old saying 
about licking his weisht in wild cats 
— wild cats being nearer his size than 
lions or tigers. 

Eight mouths before he had not 
known any more about war than 
thousands of other Canadians of his 
type, except that soldiers carried 
rifles over their shoulders and kept 
step. But ho had " Fanny" Farquhar, 
of the British army, for his teacher, 
and be studied the book of war in the 
midst of shells and bullets — which 
means that tho lessons stick in the 
same way as ihc lesson the small boy 
receives when be touches the red-hot 
end of a poker to sec how it feels. 

Writing in tlio midst of ruined 
trenches rocked by the concussion of 
shells, every message ho sent that 
day, every report ho jnado by orderly 
after the wires wore down, was writ- 
ten out very o.\plicitiy— which record 
Is there of his coolness when the lid 
was blown off of hell. For all you 
can tell by the firm chlrography he 
might have been sending a note to a 
ranch foreman. 

The Germans had located the points 
In the P. P.'s trench occupied by the 
machine guns. At least, they could 
put these hornets' nests out of busi- 
ness, if not all the individual ririe- 
men. So they concentrated high ex- 
plosive sliclls on them. That did tlio 
trick; it Iniried tliein. Hut a l)iiruil 
machine riui may lie dug out and tired 
again' It may bo dug out iwo or 
three times and keep on firing as long 
as it will work and there is any one 
to man it. 

While t)ic niaeliino KUiis wore beiup 
oxhiiiiied cvoiy .man in one sector of 
tlie licneli was killed. Then the left 
half OÏ the right lire trench got three 
or four shells, one after another bang 
into it. There was no trench left- 
only macerated earth aud mangled 
men. Those emerging alive were told 
to fall back to the communicating 
trench. Next tlie right end of the left 
Are trench was blown in. When the 
survlvois fell back to the communica- 
tion trench, that was also blown in 
their face. 

"Oil, Init we wore having a merry 
party," us I.iieiit. Vaudcnbcrg said. 

.Niven and his llciilenants were mov- 
ing here ard there to the point of each 
new explosion to ascertain the am- 
ount of the damage and to decide what 
was to lio done as the result. Cj.i' 
soldier described Niven's eyes us 
sparks emitted from two holes in his 
dust-caked face.

.\t 1.30 a cheer arose from that 
trench. It was for a platoon of the 
King's Royal Rifles which had come 
as reinforcements. Oh, but that band 
of Tommies did look pood to the i". 
P.'s! And tho little prize package 
that the very reliable Mr. Atkins bad 
with him — tlio machine gun! You eau 
always count on .Mr. Atkins to romain 
"among those present" to the last on 
such occasions. 

Now Niven got word by messenger 
to go to the nearest point where the 
telephone was working and tell the 
brigade commander tho complete de- 
tails of the situation. The brigade 
commander asked bim If he could
